An Investigation reveals the fact
that when the tax hudget for this
yopr was proparegd with the (tems
for the County Agen! work Included
not a single taxpayer protested

When the petitions were presented
In the vicinity of Nyssa no encour-
agemant was recelved, according to
tha reports whieli have resched the
Argus, in faot In po section where
the work of the Farm HNuréau Is
known and  where the ohars
have eo-operbtod -are the petjtioners
recelving neouragement.

The ldaho Power Company of-
fered Its propared recotd proof be-
fore the Idaho Publie 8ervice Com-
minkion, on April 6 nt Dolso, to shiow
the purported valustion of ita entire
piant Thin  report  consists  of
thirty six larga bound volumes, re-
ported to have vost $200,000 and
about one and half years time of a
large fores of offfes and field ex-
parts, It sorves as the basis upon
which the company bases its clalm
for Incrensos In power rates which
will all but apell riin for those who
are compolled to pay them, declared
Innd owners who have used power
for irrigation for years

The henring was continued untll
May 186, in order to permit power
Usgrs Lo be propared 1o cross ox-
atiine and submit proof. The proof
which has been, and will be, sub-

Greatly Incroased ratos, particul-
arily for irrigation uses, have been
applied for hy the eompany, A
tomiporary lncreasse was granted

them n yoar ago, but the final rates
waore held up pending & determina-
tion of the value of the property
Should these Increases be granted,
the Irrigationists of Malheur county
will be forced to dellver up approxi-
mately §100,000 por annum ad-
ditional toll or go out of businoess,
Tauking all business into conmidern-
tion, the county's power bill will bhe
increased by a sum far In excoms of
all eounty (axes, the sxtra burden
falllng wpon tervitory develops
largely because of contracts which
wore entered Into with the power
copnmpany which seemed (o make

the ludividunls who have bhorpe the
burden dee’ded to lat the users In
general talte thelr medicine and lose
thelr property unlesa there s some
disposition shown to back up thelr
flaris.
